+16 Priscilla Guice was born February 20, 1755 in either Pennsylvania or North 
Carolina. Priscilla married Nathaniel Kinnison ca 1779. Nathaniel was born ca 
1755. (This Nathaniel Kinnison should not be confused with the other Nathaniel who 
served in the Revolutionary War as a private in Capt. James Neal's Company of the 
13th Virginia Reg't commanded by Col. William Russell. This Nathaniel Kinneson 
enlisted in August of 1777 for three years but deserted on August 25,1777. His will 
was filed in Bath County, Virginia. Another Nathaniel Kinnison is listed in the 
book, Virginia's Colonial Soldiers by Lloyd DeWitt Bockstructk. He is listed as 
serving in the Dunmore's War 1774 as one of the names of soldiers on the pay rolls at 
Pittsburgh under Capt. Samuel Kinkade.) 


Nathaniel, husband of Priscilla could be the son of the famous David Kenniston of 
the Boston Tea Party. Family legend says that the T was dropped from the name after 
the Boston Tea Party. 


Nathaniel Kennison was among the 154 inhabitants of Natchez to sign a petition in 
1779. "A Petition by the English Inhabitants of The Natchez Area in 1779" The 
petition is located in the Library of Congress, Manuscript Division, Volume 580, p. 
328. This petition was located and published by Mrs. Mary A. Peterson in the 
Louisiana Genealogical Register Volume 29. The petition was sent to Governor 
Chester and listed their grievance. Which were not to send Indians for the defense 
of the district "as most of us are too well acquainted with the Indians to put the least 
confidence in them. The Indians formerly sent here was a reason why many People 
and families left their Habitations. But another such visit forced upon us, we fear, 
will add to an unhappiness and too, probably to the Country's desolation. And we, a 
Loyal People, why then shall we be forced to leave our settlements and fly to a 
Despotic Dominion." Also, they felt that the price the army paid for cattle to feed 
the troops and Indians was too low. This petition is very important because it gives 
us an insight into the feelings of the settlers. This list of those inhabitants places 
Christopher Sr. in Natchez. 


This family was in Opelousas Parish, Louisiana when their first child, John, was born 
on December 21, 1781. During this period, many other Kinnison family members 
were in this area but no family connection has been determined. 


Nathaniel Kinnison was on the 1792 Spanish Census of the Natchez District in the 
District of Villa Gayoso. In his household was 3 white males under 15; 1 white male 
age between 15 - 50; 2 while female under 15; 1 white female between 15 - 50; 1 
male negro and 1 female negro; 1 individual able to carry firearms. Large number of 
livestock in this census. 


Nathaniel Kennison: Spanish land grant Claim #104, 500 acres in Natchez District on 
Cole's creek, 20 miles east of Fort Panmure, on June 7, 1795 on Cole's Creek bound 
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by Luis Faure and vacant lands June 17, 1795. This land was in Franklin/Adams 
Counties Section 28, Township 7, Range 1 East & West. 


Nathaniel Kennison, in 1798, took the Oath of Allegiance to the United States 


On October 5, 1802, Nathaniel was on a committee in Adams County to map a road 
from Elliott's Villa to Capt. (Jacob) Guice's. On June 4, 1804, Nathaniel was the 
overseer of poor in Capt. Abram Guice's District in Adams County. He paid taxes in 
Adams County in 1805, 1807, 1808 and 1810. In 1809, Nathaniel and Priscilla sold 
part of his land on Cole's Creek which was part of the land on which he lived, deed 
recorded in 1831. This most likely was the land in Adams County because he was 
listed in Franklin County 1810 Census (Franklin County was established from part of 
Adams County in 1809). In 1811, he was taxed on 250 acres in Franklin County. 
Nathaniel was drafted into service of the War of 1812 under Colonel F. L. Claiborne 
and Captain Jacob Guice. He enlisted on September 19, 1812 for 3 months and was 
discharged on November 30, 1812 at Baton Rouge, Louisiana. He was listed on the 
1816, 1820 and 1830 census of Franklin County. Nathaniel sold the small part of his 
land that was located in Adams County, on May 17, 1828 to Philip Hoggatt. 


On October 22, 1831, Deed T, pages 86 and 87 Adams County, Nathaniel and 
Priscilla sold land. Other land was sold on December 12, 1834 and on February 24, 
1836 in Franklin County. Nathaniel was still alive on February 24, 1836 but they 
were not listed in the 1840 census or any other records. 


Priscilla Guice #16 and Nathaniel Kinnison had six children

+161 John A. Kinnison was born on December 21(25), 1781 in Opelousas, St. 
Landry Parish, Louisiana. John married Susanna Guice #112 on July 21, 1803. 


March 29, 1804 claim #1466, John requested land. John Kennison, a citizen of 
Mississippi Territory, claims the right of preference in becoming purchaser of 
200 acres in Adams County on the water of the South Fork of Cole's Creek, by 
virtue of its having been inhabited and cultivated by him and for his use in 1802 
and ever since. Surveyed and laid out for John Kennison a tract of land in 
Mississippi Territory on South Fork on Cole's creek near a tract of Jacob Guise, 
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Esquire, 200 acres, December 31, 1803. The claim was rejected on May 19, 
1807. . 


John paid taxes in Adams County in 1805, 1807, 1808 and 1810. He was in the 
1810 Franklin County Census. In 1811, he started paying taxes in Franklin 
County (Franklin County was established from Adams County in 1809). He was 
listed in Franklin County census beginning in 1816 through1870. 


John was a farmer and had land in Franklin County, T7, RIE, Section 36, this 
would be next to Jacob Guice #116. John and Susanna died in October of 1880, 
the JGG bible says that she died at the age of 90 making it in 1880. Additional 
information on John A. Kinnison and Susanna Guice see the lineage of #112. 


+162 William Kinnison was born ca 1783 in Louisiana. William married 
Hannah Siddon #1A1 ca 1812. William's brother Nathaniel Kinnison Jr. #166 
served in the War of 1812 as his substitute. Hannah and William lived first in 
Franklin County, then in 1820 were living in Jefferson County. Between 1825 
and 1840, they lived in Claiborne County. In 1850, Hannah was listed as head 
of household and living in Morehouse Parish with Isaac and Emily. Hannah was 
living next door to her son, Elisha and his family. William died between 1840 
and 1850, Hannah died after 1850 in Morehouse Parish. See #1A1 for additional 
information. William and Hannah had children. 


1621 Nathaniel Kinnison II was born ca 1812. Nathaniel married Martha 
Adair on March 15, 1832 in Ouachita Parish. Martha was the daughter of 
Joseph Adair and Milly Wallace.

1623 Martha Kinnison was born ca 1816. Martha married Robert Kennedy 
on October 13, 1834 at Port Gibson, Claiborne County, Mississippi.

Herron on December 29, 1832 in Claiborne County. On December 3, 1834, 
Claiborne County, Mississippi, Amanda and her husband Richard Herron of 
Claiborne County received property from Amanda's parents. 

1625 Benson J. Kinnison was born ca 1822 and died on April 5, 1856 in 
Morehouse Parish.

+1622 Elisha J. Kinnison was born ca 1815 in Mississippi. Elisha married 
Mary Jane ___ca 1847. Mary Jane was born ca 1821 in Mississippi. Mary 
Jane died between 1850-1860. Elisha was a farmer and they lived in Bastrop, 
Morehouse Parish, Louisiana. 

Mary Jane and Elisha Kinnison had two children. 
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16221 Martha Elizabeth Kinnison was born ca 1848 in Louisiana. 
16222 William Alexander Kinnison was born ca 1850 in Louisiana. 
William married Mildred Milner and he died ca 1918 in Texas. 


Elisha Kinnison #1622 married 2nd Widow Elenore Norris ca 1857. 
Elenore was born ca 1822 in Georgia. Elenore had numerous children by her 
Ist husband Norris. Elisha and Elenore had one child. 


16223 Ellen Kinnison was born ca 1858 in Louisiana. 


+1626 Adaline Kinnison was born ca 1823. She married Asa H. Watkins of 
Jefferson County on April 8, 1841 in Claiborne County. Asa H. was born on 
November 14, 1818 and was the son of Asa Watkins and Sarah McDonald. 
Adaline died in April of 1878 and Asa H. Watkins died on July 14, 1889 in 
Jefferson County. Asa H. and Adaline had ten children. 


16261 Sarah Watkins was born ca 1842. 

16262 Louisiana J. Watkins was born ca 1844. 

16263 Mary Matilda Watkins was born ca 1846 and died on June 3, 
1853. She is buried in China Grove Cemetery in Jefferson County. 
16264 Calvin K. Watkins was born ca 1847. 

16265 John C. Watkins was born ca 1848. He married Jennie Jones on 
January 9, 1871 in Jefferson County. 

16266 Asa Watkins was born ca 1850. 

16267 Charlotte Watkins was born ca 1851. She married Abram K. 
Vause Jr. on October 15, 1877 in Jefferson County. He was the son of 
Abraham K. Vause and Mary Kelly. 

16268 Oliver S. Watkins was born ca 1853. 

16269 Sarah L. Watkins was born ca 1855. 

1626A Frances Fillmore Watkins was born on June 24, 1859 in 
Jefferson County. Frances married Stonewall Jackson Vause on March 
19, 1884 in Jefferson County. Stonewall was born on February 26, 1862 
and was the son of Abram Vause and Mary Kelly. Fanny died on April 5, 
1893 and Stonewall died on October 25, 1929. Both are buried in the 
Vause Cemetery in Jefferson County. They had children. 


+163 Mary Kinnison was born ca 1786. She married John B. Miller on March 
26, 1806 in Adams County. John Miller had an English Grant of 100 acres dated 
October 13, 1778. In the 1810 tax roll, John Miller was listed in Adams County. 
John died in 1812, his coffin was made by Mr. Stringfellow in 1812. John 
Miller's probate records are in Adams County, case #48 box 41. 

Mary Kinnison and John B. Miller had a son.

1631 John Burns Miller Jr. was born ca 1809 and died in January of 1840 
in Adams County. His probate records are in Adams County number 73 box 
139, and he had made a will. 


Mary Kinnison #163 married 2nd Robert Farr (Pharr) ca 1815. Robert Farr was 
born ca 1782. Robert Farr was listed on the 1810 tax rolls of Franklin County. 
Robert served in the War of 1812 in the Mississippi Militia as a private. He was 
with Perkins Battalion seven in Captain James Grafton's Company. Robert served 
from September 16, 1814 to March 15, 1815 at Camp Mandeville, near Mobile. 
Robert is listed in the Mississippi census of 1816 and in 1818. Robert paid taxes 
in Adams County in Selsertown district. He was listed in the 1820 census of 
Adams County, nine persons were listed in his household. Robert was a Mason 
and a member of Andrew Jackson Lodge No. 2 in Adams County, Natchez in 
1825. Robert Farr was still living in Adams County in 1830, ten persons were 
listed in his household. Robert Farr died March 3, 1838 in Adams County. See 
Robert Farr’s probate records in Adams County. Mary died on August 27, 1838 in 
Adams County before Robert’s estate was settled. Washington Farr and 
Nathaniel Farr were appointed administrators of Robert Farr's estate on April 4, 
1842. Mary and Robert Farr had five children.

1633 Washington B. Farr was born ca 1816 in Mississippi. He married 
Elvira Bedora Martin #1862 on July 7, 1841 in Adams County. Elvira was 
born ca 1811 and was the daughter of Moses Martin #186 and Mary B. Guice 
#1C2. Washington was living in Issaquena County in 1850, he listed his 
occupation as overseer with no wife listed. Later, Washington became a 
lawyer. In 1860, he was still in Issaquena County with a wife. Washington 
died on August 30, 1866. His will in Issaquena County names his only heir, 
Elizabeth J. Farr, wife. Washington and Elvira had no issue.

Elisha Corban was born April 6, 1805 in 
Montgomery County, Tennessee and the son of Stephen Corban and Rachel 
Hill. Rachel Hill's father was Thomas Hill. Stephen Corban and his family 
left Montgomery County, Tennessee between 1805-1810 to go first to 
Concordia Parish, Louisiana and then prior to 1816 moved to Franklin 
County. 


Elisha Corban #1128S and #16328, was married five times. 
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Ist Mary A. Kinnison #1128 ca 1832 

2nd Evalina D. Farr #1632 on May 20, 1835 in Adams County. 

3rd Susan M. Aldridge on July 24, 1853 in Franklin County 

4th Catherine Jerome on February 3, 1858 in Adams County. It was said that 
Elisha found her "Under the Hill" in Natchez. Catherine was not accepted by 
his family and she left. They were divorced. No issue known. 

5th Julia Ann Osteen Whittington on December 24,1861 in Franklin County. 
Julia was the widow of William Whittington, she married William on 
November 11, 1852 in Franklin County. William and Julia had many 
children. 


Elisha and Evalina was living in Franklin County in 1850 with their eleven 
children. Evalina died after February 1, 1853 which was the date of a deed 
she signed. After Evalina's death her two daughters lived with their Aunt 
Mary Ann Farr Herring and the sons lived with their father. Elisha was listed 
in the 1860 census in Franklin County with no wife and four sons, David 
Washington, Stephen Cicero, Joseph and James Monroe. His two unmarried 
daughters, Frances and Roena, were living with their Aunt Mary Ann Farr 
Herring in Jefferson County. Elisha died ca 1895 and was buried in the Old 
Seab Cemetery in Franklin County. Evalina and Elisha had eleven children. 


16321 Robert Farr Corban was born on February 24, 1836. He married 
Adelia Cunningham on November 28, 1855 in Franklin County. Adelia 
was born on January 10, 1838 and was the daughter of Hugh W. 
Cunningham and Sarah Ann May. Adelia was the sister of Margaret 
#16323S. In 1860, they were living in Jefferson County. Robert served 
as a Private in"C" Company, 38th, 14th. and 3rd Regiment in Confederate 
Cavalry. He was paroled in May of 1865 at Gainsville, Alabama. Adelia 
died on January 21, 1897 and Robert died on June 7, 1909 in Jefferson 
County on the plantation "Ellsmere" home of his son, Robert. Both are 
buried in Mt. Carmel Cemetery. Robert and Adelia had children. 

16322 Amelia Clarenda Corban was born ca 1837. She married Samuel 
Daughtry Wharton on March 17, 1852 in Franklin County, Solomon Y. 
Guice was a witness. Samuel was born May 12, 1830 in Georgia and was 
the son of Lebeus Wharton and Elizabeth Daughtry. In 1860, Samuel 
and Amelia were living in Wilkinson County. Samuel served in the Civil 
War Confederate Cavalry, 14th Regiment, Capt. Wm. M. Porter's 
Company. While Samuel was in the Cavalry, the Union soldiers 
plundered their home. They poured the sugar and flour on the ground and 
scattered the feathers from the feather beds. Amelia hid the children in 
the woods away from the Union troops. In 1870, they were living in 
Franklin County. Later, after 1873, Samuel and Amelia migrated to 
Mooreville, Falls County, Texas. Samuel had a blacksmith shop and died 
in Mooreville, Falls County, Texas on January 26, 1874. He is buried on 
the hill in the Mooreville Cemetery. Amelia was listed in the 1880 census 
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in McLennan County, Texas where she was living with her daughter's 
family (Theodocia Wharton Welborn). Samuel and Amelia had children. 
16323 John Burnes Corban was born on January 10, 1838 and married 
Margaret Eloise Cunningham on July 1, 1857 in Franklin County. 
Margaret was born on February 29, 1840 and was the daughter of Hugh 
W. Cunningham and Sarah Ann May. John B. joined the Confederate 
Army in 1863 and was taken prisoner at Holly Springs. John B. never 
returned. Margaret married second Samuel Coleman on February 3, 1870 
in Franklin County. Margaret died on February 6, 1925 and is buried in 
Middleton Creek Cemetery 8 miles s/e of Meadville. John and Margaret 
had children. 

16324 Mary E. Corban was born on October 6, 1839. She married 
Thomas J. Edward on February 13, 1858 in Franklin County. Thomas was 
born on December 1, 1840 and was the son of Ferdinand Edward and 
Senia Kell. Thomas died ca 1862. Mary married Lightel Roberts on 
November 26, 1867 in Franklin County. 

16325 Lucinda J. Corban was born on February 27, 1841. Lucinda 
Corban married Edward T. Anderson on February 17, 1859 in Franklin 
County. Edward was born April 17, 1838 and was the son of Lindsey 
Anderson and Olivia Holman. Edward died on May 24, 1914 and 
Lucinda died on February 14, 1917. Both are buried in Eddiceton Baptist 
Church Cemetery. 

16326 David Washington Corban was born on March 25, 1842. David 
married Roena C. Aldridge on December 24, 1867 in Franklin County. 
Roena was born on August 27, 1851 and was the daughter of Thomas J. 
Aldridge and Mary J. Jones. Roena died February 10, 1921 and David 
died on May 23, 1917. Both are buried in Providence Cemetery in 
Franklin County. David and Roena had four children. 

16327 Cicero Stephen Corban was born on March 10, 1844 in Franklin 
County. He married Anna Marie Adams on June 23, 1868 in Meadville. 
Anna was born on December 13, 1852. Cicero enlisted in the CSA in 
1861. He was part of Lt. Gen. Nathan Bedford Forrest command when he 
surrendered at Gainsville, Alabama on May 14, 1865. Cicero requested a 
veteran’s pension in 1891 and received it in 1911, Anna died on June 6, 
1899 in Franklin County and Cicero died September 14, 1931 in Biloxi, 
Mississippi at Beauvoir Home. Cicero was buried in Hegen Cemetery in 
Franklin County. Cicero and Anna had children. 

16328 Frances Corban was born ca 1845 in Roxie, Franklin County. 
In 1860, she was living in Jefferson County with Aunt Mary Ann Farr 
#1635 and sister Rowena #16329. Frances married Eugene Adams on 
February 25, 1862 in Franklin County. Eugene was born ca 1842 and was 
the son of G. W. Adams and Eliza Mirah Hollis. 

16329 Rowena E. Corban was born ca 1847. In 1860, she was living in 
Jefferson County with Aunt Mary Ann Farr and sister Frances. She 
married John Quincy Adams on May 25, 1865 in Franklin County. John 
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Quincy was born ca 1834 in Alabama and was the son of George 
Washington Adams and Eliza Mariah Hollis. John was the brother of 
Eugene C. Adams #16328S. Rowena and John Quincy died after 1880. 
Rowena and John had children. 

1632A Joseph E. Corban was born ca 1849. He married Martha A. 
Whittington on December 29, 1870 in Franklin County. Martha was born 
ca 1853 in Franklin County and was the daughter of William Whittington 
and Julia Ann Osteen. Joseph died on August 9, 1905 in Roxie and 
Martha died on June 6, 1919 in Roxie. Joseph and Martha had children. 
1632B James Monroe Corban was born F ebruary 5, 1850. He married 
Cealy (Alcenthia) M. Long on January 21, 1873 in Franklin County. 
Cealy was born ac 1854 in Franklin County and was the daughter of 
Thomas Wm. Alexander Long and Mariah Catherine J. ones. Cealy died 
prior to 1895 in Franklin County. James died on November 20, 1922 in 
Sharkey County, Mississippi and is buried in Providence Cemetery in 
Franklin County. James and Cealy had children, 


+1634 Nathaniel Kinnison Farr was born on September 24, 1817 in 
Mississippi. He married Emily Roena Guice #1C13 on January 3, 1842 in 
Franklin County. Emily was born ca 1826 and was the daughter of David 
Guice #1C1 and Sarah (Susan) Hilderbrand. Emily died on February 25, 
1843. Nathaniel Farr and Emily Guice had a daughter. 


16341 Roena Emily Farr was born on February 4, 1843 in Hamburg, 
Mississippi. She married Wm. T. Lycurgus May on November 7, 1867 in 
Franklin County. William was born on July 2, 1845 in Hamburg and was 
the son of Benjamin May and Sally Lazarus. William served in the 
Confederate Calvary, Co. B. 14th Calvary. Roena died on March17, 1914 
in Hamburg and William died on February 12, 1923 in Port Gibson, 
Claiborne County. Both are buried in the Mt. Carmel Cemetery in 
Hamburg. Roena and William had two children, 


Nathaniel Kinnison Farr #1634 married 2nd Nancy Katherine Long on 
February 4, 1844 in Franklin County. Nancy Long was born on August 19, 
1827 in Mississippi and was the daughter of John Francis Long Sr. and Mary 
King Pickett. Nathaniel was listed in the census of Franklin County 
1850,1860,1870 & 1880. Nathaniel died in June of 1901. Nathaniel K. Farr 
and Nancy Long had twelve children. 


16342 Mary Josephine Farr was born on April 29, 1846 in Franklin 
County. She married David "Jones" Bedford #1C124 on August 30, 1863 
in Franklin County. David was born ca 1844 and was the son of Thomas 
Bedford and Matilda C. Guice #1C12. See family group #1C12. 
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Mary Josephine Farr #16342 married 2nd N. A. Anderson on January 1, 
1904 in Franklin County. She died on February 2, 1915. Mary and David 
had 4 children. 

16343 David Quintius Cincinnati Farr was born on January 30, 1848 in 
Franklin County. He married Mary A. Gordon on November 4, 1871 in 
Franklin County. Mary was born ca 1856. See 1800 census Franklin 
County #242. Quintius died on February 7, 1886 in Amite County. He is 
buried in the Jacob's Cemetery which is located about thirteen miles north 
of Liberty, Amite County, Mississippi. Quintius and Mary had three 
children. 

16344 Robert Francis Farr was born on December 10, 1849 in 
Mississippi. He married Margaret Regina Ambrust (Armbrust) on March 
19, 1872 in Franklin County. Margaret was born on October 21, 1855 
and was the daughter of Louis Ambrust and Margaret Regina Hauser. 
Margaret was the sister of Mamie Ambrust Farr #16345S. They were in 
the 1880 census of Franklin County. Margaret died on February 9, 1930 
in Natchez and Robert died on March 17, 1925 from a heart attack. Both 
are buried in the Natchez Cemetery Plot III. See Stampley - Woodyear 
Cemetery for additional information on children. Robert and Margaret 
had twelve children. 

16345 Marquis 'Mark" De LaFayette Farr was born on December 
15, 1851. He married Mary "Mamie" W. Ambrust on January 9, 1883 
in Franklin County. Mary was born on December 27, 1859 and was the 
daughter of Louis Ambrust and Margaret Regina Hauser. She was the 
sister of Margaret Regina Ambrust Farr #163448. Mamie died on July 
17, 1890, soon after giving birth to twins, Magee and Kirby. Mark 
Marquis died on March 8, 1898. Both are buried in Stampley - Woodyear 
Cemetery which is located two and a half mile southwest of Hamburg. 
See Stampley - Woodyear Cemetery for additional information on this 
family. 

16346 Celia Ann "Bettie" Farr was born on February 7, 1854 in 
Franklin County. "Bettie" married William Francis Ford on March 9, 
1876 in Franklin County. William F. was born on January 22, 1855. 
"Bettie" died on October 15, 1915 and William died on May 5, 1934. 
Both are buried in the Roxie Cemetery at Roxie, Mississippi. 

16347 Editha L. "Ditha" Farr was born on December 27, 1857 in 
Franklin County. "Ditha" married Robert A. Rawls on March 16, 1876 in 
Franklin County. Robert was born on December 10, 1841 and was the 
son of Arthur Rawls and Orpha Byrd. "Ditha" died on October 8, 1905 
and Robert died on December 14, 1928. Both are buried in the Hamburg 
Cemetery. 

16348 Nathaniel Walter Farr was born on April 12, 1859 in Franklin
